About 8 o’clock he sald they informed him 
they were talking of President McKinley and 
were praising his rare qualifications for the 
office when Stone approached. The men in- 
formed Arnold that Stone, upon hearing the

The men turned and asked what he meant. 
, Stone then said he was willing to bet $6 that 
if McKinley was not shot he would be by 8 
o’clock that night. 


Says He Did Not Mean It.

TURK PAYS ONE FRENCH CLAIM. 


Sultan Makes Apparently Satisfactory 
Terms with M. Turbini, but France 
Is Not Content. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO. yamine} 
PARIS, Sept. 10.—M. Turbini, one of tha 
French merchants whose outstanding claims 
precipitated the Franco-Turkish rupture, 
has made a definite settlement by a direct 
arrangement with the Porte. M. Turbini will 
réceivé 162,000 Turkish pourds for his claim.. 

It is expected in official circles here that 
the Sultan of Turkey will ask-the French 
government, now that the Turbini claim has 
been settled by direct negotiations between 
the claimant and the Porte, to resume dip- 
lomatic relations. 

France, however, will reject any such prop- 
osition, and until the Sultan has yielded in. 
the case of the Lorando claim, which is near- 
ly four times the amount of the Turbini 
claim, M. Constans will net return to Con- 
stantinople, Advices from that city say it 
is. believed the Lorando claim will soon be 
settied. 

The attitude of the Sultan toward the 
French claims is undoubtedly attributable 
to the execution of the decree of the French 
Minister of the Interior in expelling Turkish 
spies from France. The decree had been 
held back for several days in the hope that 


the patience of the government was finally 
exhausted, and yesterday Feridoun Bey, 
head of the Turkish police in Paris, and an- 
other spy were ordered to leave France. This 
step was followed by today’s announcement 
that the Sultan had settled the Turbini claim.

COOGLER UNIQUE AS A POET. 
Writer Who Died in Columbia, 8. C., 


Never Annoyed by Ridicule 


Columbia, 8. C., Sept. 10.—{Special.}—J. 
Gordon Coogier, who has just died, was born 
in 1862 and was. educated in the common 
schools of this State, He studied law, but 
practiced only a short time. He also taught 
school in his early manhood. 

From the days of his youth Coogier was 
given to ‘verse writing and he never let a 
month go by without producing some poetical 
fancy. Many of these saw light in the lecal 
press of South Carolina, but more were not 
published till they appeared in his book, 

Coogler’s first volume of Verse’ was printed 
five years ago, published by himself at Co- 
Since then there have been four 
other volumes printed and this year all were 
lasued under one’cover. The public curios! 
concerning his work was such that he sol 
more than 3,000 volumes, many more than 
have been sold of the books of she masters of 
verse. 

The writings of Coogler were received with 
thinly veiled satire by the critical press of the 
country. In many cases Coogler was made 
the subject of brutal ridicule. None of this 
appeared to affect him. He reprinted as 
praise words which were meant to cover him | 
with jocular contempt. ther he really 
thought all that was said ut him was 
meant as praise or whether he shrewdly 
made capital out of the lampooning he re- 
ceived is not known. It is only known that 
he had the highest opinion of his own per- 
formance, and that his taste in other poets 
was really good. 

Hé was a great reader of all verse, and the 
mistake he made was in thinking he had abil- 
ity himself as a poet. 

As a matter of fact, this genial, kindly man 
had absolutely no judgment when it came to 
selecting a subject for his own verse, and ap- 
peared completely incapable of comprehend- 
ing either rhyme or rhythth. In spite, how- 
ever, of this fatal defect, what he di¢ write 
so uncouthly often contain sweet ideas 
and profound thought struggling to express 
itself in language but poetical. He 
never wrote an unkind thing and never

He was only 36 years 
of age, and since boyhood he had been the 
support of his mother and sisters. Mr. 
Coogier made his living partly asa printer 
and partly asa poet. His typesetting brought 
him some money, but his poems brought him 
fame and added to the gayety of nations. 
There are three kinds of poets—those who. 
write good verse, those who write bad verse, 
and those who produce a mediocre brand. 
The last named class is the largest and the 
most useless. Mr. Coogler was no mediocre 
poet.
